Statement 

Shortly after November 29, 2000, when publication of applications was started, applicant's 
attorney modified his internal docketing system in order to automatically add docket entries 
reminding the attorney to rescind non-publication requests after a foreign filing. Although the 
docketing system automatically generates entries, entries had to be entered manually for 
applications that had already been filed when the docketing system was modified. Although 
every effort was made to correctly enter docket entries for pending applications, apparently no 
docket entry was made for the instant application. Consequently, the rescission request was 
not filed. When considering a demand for examination in the corresponding PCT application, 
applicant's attorney noticed that the request and certification had been filed and this petition 
resulted. The filing of the request and certification was unintentional and the failure to notify the
